excess. Those taken out wese always Republican 
vailots, fora blind man could distinguish between 
the tissue and ordinary ballots. This county was 
Republican in 1876 in spite of all methods resorted 
to vy over 1,500 majority. I never saw the colored 
pedple vote more solidly hau this year, and when 
the polls were closed they felt confident of sucsess 
by 1,800 majority. Think of'our consternation at 
the count, when the Democratic majority was re- 
ported at over 2,800, at leaéti500 more than there 
are white voters in the county. 

Behold Charleston, with over 6,000 Republican 
majority in 1876, changed to 5,800 Democratic in 
1878, while the Republicans veted there almost te 
aman. These frauds were noticed in the same 
way in ali counties where there was opposition. 

Will the North submit to uns? The Democrats 
engaged in this stuffing as a pastime, and the con- 
sequence is that the majorities are so large that 
fraud is self-evident. itis treatedasa joke. and 
no one attempts to deny it except the newspapers, 
which try to explain it by saying the colored 
people voted almost unanimousiy for the 
Democrats. Of course it is a lie, 
but so it was in 1876, when the votes in this State 
exceeded the numberof votes accordingto the 
census in all but four counties of the State, and 
the Democratic vote was 40, 000 larger than ever it 
was before. 

The Northern people allowed themselves to be 
gulled by Hampton's assertion that the colored 
people voted largely for him.

This evening I got a letter from Judge Lee, of 
Sumter, asking me to inform Gov.

outlaws, or perbaps killed. 

Tne disheartening feature of these h frauds is 
the evidence it shows of the demorslization of the 
best citizens when their interests come in conflict 
with Republican action.

HIS VIEWS ON THE PRESIDENT’S NBW DEPART- 
URE.

WasuinerToun, D. C., Nov. 13.—Fred Douglass, 
in an interview to-day, sad: The attitude of 
President Hayes to the Southern policy, implied 
in his present effort to protect all citizens in the 
right of suffrage in South Carolina, Louisiana, 
and elsewhere, does not surprise me. Id is what 
I have expected since the experiment of concil- 
iat ion has failed through wrong-headedness and 
irreconciliableness of the South itself. I have 
known from the beginning that what has been 
called the pacification policy was not unchangea- 
ble, but that it would be abandoned or modified 
as public weal might render it necessary. 
Two weeks before President Hayes came 
to Weshington te be inaugurated it 
was my good fortune to meet 
him at Columbus, and to have a conversation 
on the Southern policy.

Toronto, Ont., Nov. 13.—One of the greatest 
conflagrations that have visited Toronto fora 
number of years occurred early this morning, 
resulting in the destruction of the paint-shop, 
shoe-shep, drying-kiln, engine-room, and the 
store- room in connection with the Central 
Prison.

A DISCLAIMER. 

Gpecial Dispatch to The Tribune 
Wasninoton, D. C., Nov. 18.—The Treasury 
Department did not suggest to the Clearing- 
House Association the action taken in regard to 
silver. Both the Secretary and Comptroller of 
the Currency would have been better satisfied 
if no discrimination had been made against sil- 
ver. Neither of these officials think the opera- 
tions of the Clearing-House would have been in 
any degree obstructed by the present silver 
or the addition to it for a considerable time to 
come, if atall. The action in regard to itis 
not, as many seem to suppose, the action of the 
National Banks of the country, but of the 
Ciearing-House Association, which, besides its 
membership from National Banks, embraces a 
dozen of the strongest private and State banks 
in the country. 

THE OUTLOOK FOR RESUMPTION. 

Special to the Cincinnel Commercial. 
Wasümorox, Nov. 12.—Secretary Sherman 
said this evening that, during his conference 
with the Clearing-House Committee, he de- 
clined to entertain any proposition for the ex- 
clusion of silver from the work of resumption. 
He stood upon the law which made silver a 
legal-tender, and was ready after Jan. 1 to 
meet all the Government obligations iu lawful 
money. Some demand for silver is expect- 
ed from the smaller banks wishing to pro- 
tect themselves against the presentation of 
their nutes. This will use a part of the 
14,000,000 silver dollars coined.

ANTI-SILVER. 
VIEWS OF MILWAUKEE FINANCIERS ON THE 

NEW YORE CLEARING-HOUSB POLICY. 

Special Dispaich to The Tridune. 
MILWAUESE, Nov. 13.—In view of the move- 
ment in financial circles relative to resumption, 
Tus TRIBUNE correspondent called to-day on 
Alexander Mitcheli and at the First National 
Bank, of which H. H. Camp, probably the best 
posted man in bank affairs in this city, to get 
their views on the subject.

Terese Havre, Iud., Nov. 13.—The celebrated 
confidente-preacher, the Rer. John Williams, 
who, a short time ago, came to this city, suc- 
ceeded fn deluding a worthy widow, Mrs. Will- 
iam Piper, and was admitted to her house by 
representations about an expected fortune due 
her from an estate in Canada, which he by some 
means knew of, and who also imposed upon the 
members ot the Moffatt Street Methodist 
Church, where he was admitted in the pulpit, 
collected a large sum of money, ana fled so rap- 
idly when the widow’s lawyer pressed him about 
the estate, has been captured, and is now in 
jail: here awaiting trial for several crimes. 
He is about 50 years old, of Canadian origin, 
speaks with an English accent, is very gentle- 
manlv in appearance, dresses nicely, and is ed u- 
cated in manvers and language.

ABHORRENT CRIMES.

Eight Warrants were issued, 
and to-night the oflicers left for Lafayette 
Township to arrest her entire family, al) of 
whom are thought to be implicated. The evi- 
dences are Very strong against them. They will 
be brought to town and lodged in jail to-night. 
This girl has lived a feariul life for some time 
past, having borne two bastard children, of 
whom her stepbrothers were said to be the 
fathers. Both of them died in infancy. The 
Prosecuting Attorney says the evidence now in 
his hands shows a condition of beastliness almost 
incredible, and proves that the murder Was care- 
fully planned some time ago.

Miss Kellogg 

we geveecess Miss Cary 
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The presentation of the Masked Ball“ and 
“ Aida” with such a brief interval of time be- 
tween them orings the works of Verdi’s second 
and third periods into sharp contrast, and gives 
us glimpses of their composer as a melodist aud 
as a musician—as a striver for sensuous effects 
op the one hand, and for form and concentra- 
tion on the other. In the one, we have melody 
for melody’s sake; in the other, melody made 
to adapt itself somewhat to the requirements of 
the motives and sentiment of the theme to 
which it is set. In the one, we have 
orchestration simply asserting or accom- 
pasying a melody; in the other, 
a boldness and freedom of orchestration that 
takes a part of equal prominence witb all the 
other elements that constitute the complete 
tone poem of Aida. If, in this advance 
from the work of ** Trovatore,”’ Eruam,“ and 
the ** Masked Ball, Verdi has imitated Wag- 
ner, as some claim, and gone over to the school 
of Music of the Future, then it is only a pity 
that be had not gone before. It is a hopeful 
sign for Aida that u improves on each 
hearing. It isa sign that there is life and sub- 
stance in it, and that it has sufficient force to 
endure when his earlier works are sung out, 
How many of those tune ful works are left! 

It was an audience that was large, brilliant, 
and enthusiastic enough to have insvired any 
artists to their best efforts, and with few ex- 
ceptions this was the case, for in the mise en 
scene, in the choral and orchestral work, and in 
the numbers of the leading artists, Aida 
has never been done so well bere. The Temple 
scene and the Triumphal Procession scene aiso 
were admirably set, and in the matter of cos- 
tuming and appointments there was no room 
for complaint that the effect was not both 
picturesque and bizarre, even to the small 
negro minstrel show, with its unfortunate end 
men, who entertained Ammneris in her apart- 
ments.. The chorus singers, more especially 
the tenors and bassos, who had the burden of 
the work, deserve the highest credit for their 
promptuess of attack, steady tempos, and the 
clearness and intelligence with which they 
gave their numbers, especially the war chant, 
the sacred chorus in the temple, and the pean 
of victory upon the return of Hadames. 

Miss Kellogg has never made a more emphatic 
success than in the title role. It is an intense) 
dramatic role, and every time that the wei 
„Aida motive io the orchestra announces her 
appearance, it calls for intense effort. Itis one 
of those parts in which she rises far above ber 
ordinary standard, and summons ali her ener- 
gies to meet its requirements. In the long aud 
trying aria that closes the first act. wherein she 
struggies between her love for Hadames and for 
her father, Amonastro, and inthe duets with 
each in the third act, she sang not only with in- 
tense and powerful effect and with great patbos, 
but with real artistic dignity and truth. Miss 
Cary left nothing to be desired in her represent- 
ation of Ammeris, and in the dnion of 
ber glorious voice and strong dramatic 
talent re the success she be 
fore achieved in this role. Rosnati did not ap- 

to the same advantage as on the occasion 
of bis first appearance. He was not only ap- 
varently unfamiliar with the music, but was 
dry and expressionless in his action, and, worse 
than all, was out of tune most of the time. 
Pantaleoni emphasized his former success, and 
not only aroused the enthusiasm of the audi- 
ence, bat seemed to inspire those on the stage. 
His magnificent effort —— 4 — as a great 
lyric artist, capable of combining action and 
music in a representation the like of which has 
not been seen on the stage for many vears.

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 13.—The Litta trouble 
resulted just as prophesiedin my last letter.

He has expe- 
rienced hard luck, and is somewhat soured and 
desperate, but at the same time is now happy.

Litta has made such a 
reputation as no otber artiste ever did in so 
short a time, and the idea of her assuming the 
place of second fiddle to Miss Kellogg would 
have a tendency to injure her reputation abroad, 
which is of great importance.”

I would have 
paid three times what I did if I did not get her. 
Kellogg is just walking through her parts when 
the audiences do not suit her, and Mile. Litta is 
all Iwant. I now have the best opera company 
in the world, and my present season shall be the 
most brilliant ever known.”’ 

He is said to have actually shed tears of joy, 
and displayed the most womanly character. He 
said to Mr. Hough: “I love the girl. I love 
her with all my heart. I would not injure her 
in reputation or any other way. I had to have 
her, and would Day her even more than I could 
aiford, vo get her. 

I called upon Strakosch at his hotel after the 
contract was finished, and found him still in the 
same joyful mood. He said; ‘I know people 
will talk. They will say it is a regular Strakosch 
trick. But let them talk. What do I care 1 
wouldn't take $10,000 for the advertisement 
whieh it has been to her. The people are all 
ready to bear her now, and they will be ready to 
pay forittoo. I shail bring out my great com- 
pany in Chicago.“

In New Orleans there are now as many 
political refugees as after the treacherous 
campaign of 1876.

Considering that the Subsidy Convention 
just adjourned was carefully packed in the 
interest of Tom Soorr’s Texas Pacific 
scheme, Jonn Roacu’s Chester . ship-yard, 
and the iron and strel trade of Pennsyl- 
vania, the adoption of the cut-and-dried 
programme of subsidy-grabbing resolutions 
was not much of a victory after all, Chicago 
‘was selected as the place of meeting pre- 
sumably because of the known hostility of 
its business men to plunder of the National 
Breasury in any form, the expectation 
being that local opposition would be 
silenced by the preponderance of subsidy 
sentiment. But no such result was accom- 
plished. A very vigorous minority made 
itself heard and felt during the debate and on 
the final vote, which, after all the care taken 
to make it solid and unanimous, showed no 
more than eighty-eight delegates willing to 
g@wallow the whole dose, while fifty-eight re- 
jected it entire. Tom Scort’s attorneys and 
lobbyists ought to be able to put ap a better 
job than this. 
Tho Southern people never do anything 
by halves. They seceded unanimously, 
they fought stubbornly, they hated bitterly, 
they bulldozed colored and white. Republic- 
ans in a spirit of entire accord, and they 
have lately gone into the business of ballot- 
box stuffing with an astonishing degree 
of zeal and industry. In the latter 
accomplishment they are clearly entitled to 
wear the belt. Northern professors of the 
science of multiplying votes are mere 
bunglers by comparison. They have never 
so much as approached the skill and effi- 
ciency displayed at the recent elections 
in the Southern States. To stuff thirty 
ballots imto the small slit of a poll- 
ing-box at one operation is an achieve- 
ment which borders on the stupendous, 
and yet it was actually done in numerous in- 
stances. To be sure they overdid it, really 
embarrassing the Democratic election offi- 
cers with the wealth of their contributions, 
but this was to be expected in the first flush 
of a new discovery. They will sober down 
in time, and do the business in a more mod- 
erate way, unless it should happen that 
through a rigid enforcement of the United 
States Election laws the veriod of their use- 
fulness is suddenly cut short.

-THE SUBSIDY CONVENTION. 

The so-called Commercial Convention yes- 
terday adopted a series of resolutions urging 
Congress to vote a subsidy to each of the 
long list of schemes which have been pressed 
on Oongress for a number of years. The 
subsidies recommended are as follows: 
1. A grant of money or credit to Scorr’s 
Texas & Pacific Railroad. 
2. Immediate *‘ provision for ocean mail 
service between the chief ports of the United 
States and all important commercial points 
on the coast of South America.” 
8. Subsidy for enlarging and deepening 
and making permanently navigable the Dis- 
mal Swamp Canal, so as to connect Chesa- 
peake Bay, near Norfolk, Va, and Pamlico 
Sound, N. C. 
4. The Convention appointed a committee 
to visit Washington and unite with the lobby 
in urging favorable action on these measures 


Congress. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the Conven- 
tion as a whole had no higher thought of 
commercial freedom, the extension of trade, 
or the revival of ecommerce, than that the 
country be taxed to pay subsidies to impe- 
cunious men and bankrupt construction com- 
panies. The successful stealing of $64,000, - 
000 of bonds for the Union and Central Pa- 
cific Railway Companies, and the additional 
$30,000,000 already paid for interest by the 
United States, and the $40,000,000 interest 
yet to be paid on these same bonds, have so 
whetted the appetite of adventurers and of 
professional lobbyists that, in their estima- 
tion, no enterprise is worthy of notice un- 
less it be fastered by a national subsidy. 

At the moment this Convention was in 
session, and was resolving that Congress 
should go to the relief of Tom Scorr's bank- 
rupt Construction Company, there were two 
railroad companies actively and vigorously 
pushing their roads on towards the Pacific 
coast.

Ten millions of dollars anmually will 
hardly cover the subsidies which this Con- 
vention has demanded of Congress for these 
ocean steamers, on the pretense of carrying 
the mails, which are now carried at the rate of 
three cents per letter ocean postage, amount- 
ing probably, all told, to $2,000 a year. The 
whole scheme is one of brazen plunder, rob- 


gigantic lobby of paupers, who demand to be 
maintained at the public expense. 

The great defense urged by the advocates 
of subsidjes is that it employs labor and 
gives work to honest industry. The Govern- 
ment has no revenue save what it derives 
from taxation, Every dollar of tax collected 
is taken from the means of the people, The 
average earning of a workman, out of which 
he has to support a family, may be put down 
at $500 a year. Every thousand dollars taken 
by the Government for taxes takes away 
from the people the sum necessary to pay the 
wages of two workmen, and the support of 


tworfamilies. Each million of dollars taken 


by the Government from the public in the 
way of taxes is taking away the wages of 
2,000 workmen and the support of as many 
families. A large part of this tax is expend- 
ed in collecting it; one-third or more of the 
money expended for subsidies is paid out for 
the support of the lobby and for corruption 
in procuring it; the remainder 1s applied 
not for the employment of labor, but as 
profits or dividends,of plunder by burglars, 
and divided between the chiefs aud proprie- 
tors of the scheme. How muck of the $95,- 
000,000 already got by the Pacific Roads 
from the Government for subsidy has 
been expended for labor? Read the 
story of the Oredit-Mobilier for the 
names of the lusty laborers and 
horny-handed workmen who pocketed 
the proceeds of that enormous robbery. Of 
what possible benefit to laborers and work- 
ingmen is it for the Government to scoop 
away the millions of dollars annually in the 
way of taxes to pay subsidies, when by so 
doing it takes from the wages fund of the 
people asum equal to the annual wages of 
20,000 workmen, turning them out of em- 
ployment to starve or become vagrants, to 
support a gang of professional lobbyists 
whose business is to corrupt legislation, de- 
moralize the public sentiment, to maintain a 
class of impecunious and pauperized news- 
papers, gambling-houses, and all other forms 
of criminal dissipation, and give honest em- 
ployment to one man for each thirty dis- 
missed from honest work? That is the final 
outcome of all subsidies. The people are 
taxed, and the money is given—absolutely 
given—to those who never did an honest day’s 
labor, and who will néver doone so long as 
weak and corrupt Congresses will by their 
votes take money from the Treasury to be 
distributed in subsidies. 

Of all forms of subsidy, that in the shape 
of compensation for carrying the mails on 
the ocean is the most barefaced. It has 
hardly a rag to disguise its indecency. It 
has been but a few years when one of these 
steamship companies actually paid $750,000 
to procure a subsidy of $1,000,000. 

The Convention turned its back on all 
measures looking to the enlargement and 
extension of our foreign trade, and to the 
opening up ef new markets for the sale af 
American manufactures, and sunk to the 
mere level of any other meeting of the lobby 
to bolster up designs for the plunder of the 
National Treasury.

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THE PRESIDENT’S NEW DEPARTURE. 
There is a legend to the effect that once 


upon a time there was a mild-mannered and 
good-tempered, unresentful man, who was 
shamefully abused by another. On one oc- 
casion his persecutor went so far as to snap 
his fingers at him, to rudely jostle him, to 
slap his face, to tweak his nose, and to pluck 
him by the beard. The victim, who was 
slow to anger, bore his torments with com- 
placency until after he had been kicked be- 
hind, when the good-natured man, warming 
up to a realization of the nature of the in- 
dignities that the fellow had inflicted, bid 
him in solemn tones to beware how he pro- 
ceeded further lest he should rouse the lion 
in the meek man’s nature. The bully did 
not take the warning, but deliberately spat 
in his face. Whereupon the lion was roused. 
What became of the tormentor history does 
not state, but the reader can draw his own 
inferences. 

The President has been undergoing the ex- 
periences of thig much-abused man of the 
legend. He inaugurated his Administration 
with a definite, policy, fully and explicitly 
declared in his public statements, to efface 
every remembrance of the late War, to bring 
about an era of reconciliation and good feel- 
ing not only between the whites and blacks 
in the South, but also between the whole 
people of the North and South, and to leave 
the Southern people free to regulate their 
own institutions and to restore their system 
of government under the Constitution and 
the laws. As an evidence of his sincerity he 
withdrew the Federal troops which had been 
previously employed in protecting the righis 
of a large portion of the Southern people, 
and placed the whole machinery of govern- 
ment in the hands of the political leaders. In 
their turn, these leaders and the press of the 
South promised that they would restore order 
in that section, that they would crush out 
every attempt at political persecution, and 
guarantee every citizen of the South in the 
free enjoyment of his political opinion and 
its equally free expression at the ballot-box. 
The troops were withdrawn to the Texas 
frontier and the Plains, to hunt Greasers 
and Indians, and the South was left to itself, 
with the President’s policy and its own 
pledges, for which Gov. Nicholls, of Lou- 
isiana, and Gov. Hampton, of South Caro- 
lina, stood as special sponsors. 

The viper was no sooner left to himself on 
the hearth than he began to uncoil and bias. 
Freed from the presence of the troops, the 
old spirit of sectionalism revived, and it took 
shape in the determination to array a Solid 
South against the North. To do this, it was 
necessary, to crush out every vestige 
This had been al- 
ready accomplished in Alabama and 
the work was then 
begun in Louisiana and ‘South Caro. 
lina, the very States which, throngh the 
pledges of their Executives, had made them. 
selves responsible for the successful opera- 
tion of the Southern policy. No means 
were left untried to bring sbout this end, 
and for two years past the whole drift of 
Democratic effort in those States, and in 
other sections of the South, has been to de- 
stroy a Republican majority, and to place 
| every voter in the situation where, unless he 


write a letter on business or otherwise who 


voted the Democratic ticket, be should not 
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vote at all. To ‘effect this the Southern 


Bourbons have employed every possible 
agency, — threats, intimidation, ostracism, 
banishment, incendiarism, whippings, and 
even death. They made the black man’s life 
a burden until they forced him to vote the 
Democratic ticket or not vote at all. They 
drove white Republicans away. They broke 
up their meetings. They threw some into 
prison. They compelled others to fly to 
save their lives. They murdered United 
States offieers who were pursuing their legal 
duty, and shielded the murderers from ar- 
rest or punishment, They hunted, hound- 
ed, persecuted; and tortured the negro until 
he well might question whether he had any 
right to live at all, much less to vote. 

The President bore it all patiently. He 
had faith that these disorders would soon 
cease, and that the leaders would administer 
the justice they had promised. He still up- 
held his policy, though many of his own 
party friends fell off from him, and not a 
gleam of hope appeared in the South. He 
was confronted on the one hand by a bitterly 
hostile faction in Congress, and on the 
other by scaff and taunt in the South. No 
partisan influence could swerve him from 
the faithful execution of his policy, but 
there were not wanting intimations that the 
time might come when the lion would be 
roused. 

That time has come. The recent election 
has shown that there is no longer such 2 
thing as free popular suffrage in the South. 
The most infamous frauds ever known in the 
political history of this country have been 
openly committed in South Carolina and 
many parts of Louisiana, and are not only 
palliated but justified by the Bourbon lead- 
ers. Tammany in its worst days never 
witnessed such open, shamefgced desecra- 
tion of the right of suffrage. The ballot- 
boxes of a whole State were so manipulated 
that the legitimate Republican majorities 
were utterly wiped out, and Democratic 
majorities were counted larger than the 
whole number of Democratic voters. The 
Republican meetings were not only broken 
up during the canvass, but no Republican 


‘judges were allowed at any poll in the elec- 


tion, while the Supervisors, authorized and 
appointed under the laws of the United 
States, were driven from their stations. 
The laws were openly set at de- 
fiance. A Bourbon oligarchy usurped 
every power of Government and trampled 
upon every right of thecitizen. It precipi- 
tated the issue to that point where patience 
ceased to be a virtue, and now the President 
has abandoned his policy with the same vig- 
orous emphasis with which he asserted it. 
In his own language, The time for discus- 
sion has passed. Itis now too late for any- 
thing but the most determined and vigorous 
action.” It may be toe late even for that; 
but in anything he may constitutionally do to 
restore the operation of the law and the 
rights of citizens inthe South, he may be 
assured of the warm sympathy and support 
of the majority of the Northern people. 
He need not be surprised to find 
them in advance of him in this respect, but 
in his new departure he may be surprised to 
find that they do not share his sympathy for 
Hampton and Nichts, or his continued 
effort to shrive them from any blame in the 
premises. They believe that either one of 
these Executives, had he been so disposed, 
could have organized a party that would 
have prevented thege monstrous outrages 
and frauds, and compelled obedience to the 
laws. They believe these two men are 
treacherous, and have violated their public 
pledges. a 


WALL STREET DISCRIMINATION AGAINST 
LLAR. 


THE 22 DO 

It seems that the New York b&nkers are 
determined to inaugurate the discrimination 
against the legal-tendé? standard silver dollar 
recommended by their, Committee, and they 
pretend to have the Wuasi approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. We very much 
doubt that Secretary Saenman has advised or 
approved the proposition to treat the silver 
dollars as silver bullion, the law makes these 
standard dollars a full legal-tender along with 
gold and greenback notes, and it would be a 
singular and disgraceful thing for the chief 
finance officer of the Government to encour- 
ageany set of men ina deliberate effort to 
uullify the law. We presume the fact to be 
that Secretary Sxerman has approved the 
action of the New York bankers so far as it 
tends to aid in the work of resumption, and 
on account of timidity has not positively an- 
tagonized them in their hostility to silver 
money, because he was afraid to quarrel 
with them. Mr. Sarerman is too sa- 
gacious a politician to take sides against 
the people in this matter, whatever his indi- 
vidual opinions may be; and, when the New 
York bankers shall be enlled to account for 
their discrimination against silver, they will 
fail to find an apologist in the Secretary of 
the Treasury for this part of their pro- 
gramme. 7 

The determination of the New York banks 
not to discriminate in favor of gold as 
against greenbacks after the Ist of January 
is wise and commendable. There is no 
doubt that their refusal to receive gold as 
special deposits, their abolition of special 
gold checks in the Clearing-House, and their 
intention to pay Gut gold as well as green- 
backs in the ordinary run of business, will 
do much toward disabusing the public mind 
of the error of regarding gold as having a 
special value; and the breaking of this 
habit will be of material assistance to the 
Government, because there will then be less 
disposition to run upon the Sub-Treasury 
for gold in exchange for greénbacks. But 
why complicate the situation and embarrass 
the Government, on the other hand, by re- 
fusing to accept the legal-tender standard 
silver dollars except on special deposit? In 
what possible manner can this discrimination 
against the silver dollars assist in the work 
of resumption? The fact is, that the crisis 
of resumption is merely an opportunity, and 
the desire to aid the Government in this work 
a mere pretense for another desperate effort to 
establish the single gold standard. It is this 
fact that will call for the resentment of the 
people,—a resentment so lively and earnest 
that it will find a tangible expression during 
the first month of the coming session of Con- 
gress. If the expression of this resentment 
shall prove embarrassing to the banks, they 
will have the r satisfaction of knowing 
that they brought it on themselves. 

Suppose, however, the New York banks 
shall succeed in giving the standard silver 
dollars a secondary place by the proposed 
discrimination against them, what then? 
We wiil say that the inconvenience occa- 
sioned by the refusal of the banks to receive 
silver dollars except on special deposit will 
have the effect of placing them at a mall 
discount, perhaps one-fourth or one-half of 
1 per cent, giving them about the same rela- 
tive value as the greenbacks now have. 
They will still remain full legal-tender for 
all debts, public and private, including duties 
and taxes, and, the moment they shall be- 
come Cheaver than the gold or vreenback 
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of paying debts and paying taxes. The taxes 
of this country alone amount to six 
hundreds of. millions: a year, including 
those of the General Government, the 
State and Municipal Governments. The 
difference of one-half of 1 per cent will 
be enough to induce people to seek the 
silver dollars at that rate for the payment of 
all those taxes. All men with debts maturing 
of every description will endeavor to get the 
silver dollars at the ruling discount, with 
which to discharge their obligations. Even 
capitalists who make léans will seek to ex- 
change their gold or greenbacks into silver in 
order to loan the gheaper money. A univer- 
sal demand for silver dollars will spring up 
all over the country the moment these dollars 
are quoted below par with gold and green- 
back dollars, and such a demand will quickly 
restore the equilibrium, Does any New York 
banker imagine that the combined efforts of 
Wall street can combat great natural uni- 
versal laws and the selfish interest of com- 
mercial transactions? Can any combination 
hope to exclude silver money from com- 
meree, when every shrewd man in business 
will seek it for one purpose or another? 
Could all the bankers in the country acting 
together keep the legal-tender silver dollars 
at a discount, when there was a uni- 
versal demand for them the moment 
they are at a discount? The course 
outlined by the New York bankers may be 
the means of creating in a few months a 
public demand for the silver dollars to an 
extent that would not have been reached 
otherwise for several years. Nor will such a 
demand drive gold out of circulation until 
there shall be silver dollars enough to pay all 
the taxes and debts and transact all the busi- 
ness of the country. 

Practically, then, the scheme of the New 
York banks is manifestly absurd, and would 
defeat its own purpose, even if they should 
be allowed to pursue it in their own blind, 
stupid, egotistical way, for, if they should 
succeed in depreciating the silver dollars, 
they would merely create a new demand 
therefor of enormous proportions, and thus 
hasten the arrival at a silver basis. 

In the meantime; the announcement of 
their purpose to discriminate against silver 
will éxcite a universal hostility to the New 
York banks. It will be accepted by the peo- 
ple and by Congress as a disposition on the 
part of the Eastern bankers andthe money- 
lenders to defeat the law of the 
land and ‘demonetize silver in spite 
of the popular will. In order to 
antagonize this effort, Congress will 
probably be prepared to take two important 
steps, viz.: (1) To provide for the free coin- 
age of silver dollars, and (2) to compel the 
banks to redeem their notes in coin instead 
of legai-tender as they do now. If the peo- 
ple of this country shall be forced by the 
money interests to choose between the con- 
tracted and constantly contracting gold 
standard and the enlarged and growing silver 
standard they will choose the latter; if there 
is to be asingle monetary standard, then it 
isin the interest of the masses to have the 
cheaper and more abundant metal, and free 
coinage of silver will be provided as the 
quickest means for obtaining the silver 
standard, and the surest means for avoiding 
the dear gold standard. A law requiring the 
banks to redeem their circulating notes in 
coin instead of greenbacks will find general 
favor for several reasons: It will relieve the 
Government of one-half the burden of re- 
sumption; it will admonish the banks 
for lending themselves to the New 
York gold ¢lique; and it will provide 
an opening for at least $100,000,000 of sil- 
ver dollars immediately, for the banks will 
need that sum for reserve purposes. Will 
the money-interests of New York be any 
better satisfied with such laws than they are 
now? Will they not regret that they inter- 
fered to prevent the free circulation of legal- 
tender silver alongside of gold and green- 
backs? The circulation at par of the three 
kinds of money after resumption will be the 
natural result of the law as it now stands, if 
the banks do not interfere to prevent it. 
That condition of things will probably con- 
tinue till the bullion value of silver shall be 
restored (when all objection to the silver 
dollar would disappear), because the silver 
dollars will not drive off the gold dollars be- 
fore $300,000,000 or $400,000,000 of the 
former shall come into circulation, and long 
before that time silver bullion will have 
attained its former relativé value with gold. 
In resisting this course of things, the New 
York bankers will bring on a flood that will 
carry them and their gold clique out of sight. 


PARTISAN DICTATION. 
At a meeting of the Second Ward Repub- 


ican Club, held on Monday evening last, a 


resolution was passed with reference , to 
Sheriff Horrman’s appointments which, to 
put it mildly, is an impudent interference 
with matters over which this Club has no 
jurisdiction, and upon which they have no 
right to dictate: It is due, however, to the 
Républicans of the ward to preface the com- 
ment which this resolution calls for with the 
declaration that it does not represent their 
sentiments, but those of a little clique who 
have no authority to declare the wishes of 
the voters of the Second Ward. As the reso- 
lution, However, stands as the official action 
of the Club, it calls for sharp rebuke. 

The resolution, after whereasing that it is 
confidently expected that the Sheriff-clect 
willi give that ward its share of the appoint- 
ments, and that there are a great many per- 
sons out of business, declares thats the 
President of the Second Ward Club, together 
with the Executive Committee of said Club, 
be requested to seleet the names of ten mem- 
bers of the Club, and present them to Maj. 
Horrman, with the request that he select 
whatsoever appointinents he may make from 
the Second Ward from these namés,”—and 
that a commiitee of three wait upon him 
with the Mst of names. 

If any such Committee with any such 
list of names waits upon Maj. Horr- 
MAN, it is to be hoped that he will politely 
show them the door, and send them 
back across the river. ‘This resolution pro- 
poses to introduce a bit of Tammany into 
our county politics which will not go down. 
Having jpst smashed one machine, the peo- 
ple of Chieago are in no mood to have anoth- 
er machine of the same kind set in operation, 
even before the ruins of the old one is swept 
out.

It was a dictation exactly of this kind and 
his yielding to it that defeated Sheriff Kxnx. 
During his administration, the bummers of 
this and that ward complained they had no 
representation. He yielded to their clamor 
so far as to make some changes in his ap- 
pointments. As the time for a new election 
drew nigh, the clamor increased, and Kerry 
yielded to it by promising these bummers in 
the various wards that they should name dll 
his appointments. The result was that he 
was overwhelmingly defeated, and the ma- 
chine which the bummers had set up was 
smashed.

ever, has any such intentions, or will follow 
any such policy. His obligations ander his 
oath, his duty to the people of the county, 
the promises which he has made, and the im- 
portant fact that he is not a candi- 
date for re-nomination, are sufficiently 
strong imducements to prevent bim 
from yielding to the impndent dictation 
of the Second Ward or any other ward 
clique.

I am ready to receive 
suggestions and to consider them, bat. all 
my eppointments will be based upon the 
industry, honesty, and ability of the ap- 
plicants. For this purpose, I do not need 
any absolute list of nominees to choose 
from. Good morning, gentlemen.” 


The open and declared war on silver by 
the banks of the City of New York will find 
but little sympathy in the West and North- 
west. We do not believe that there is one 
bank in Chicago or in any of the Northwest- 
ern cities which will approve or indorse the 
scheme of the New York banks. That scheme 
is to nullify the law of the land making the 
silver dollar a legal-tender by refusing to ac- 
cept it as bankable money, and by refusing 
to transact any business with a merchant 
who receives silver in the course of his busi- 
ness. The attempt to nullify the act of 
Congress, and the assumed co-operation of 
Secretary Suzrman by locking the silver dol. 
lars in the vaults of the Treasury, will 
not receive the approval of the banks or 
of any class of persons at the West. 
On the contrary, it is more than probable, 
should there be this alliance between the 
New York banks and Secretary Suzrman, 
that Congress will anticipate the resumption 
ef specie payments by some very peremp- 
tory and decisive legislation. At present 
the banks are the only class of the American 
people who will not be compelled to make 
specie payments on the Ist of January. The 
Government, as the case now stands, is com- 
pelled to furnish the banks with coin with 
which to redeem their notes, and this coin 
these banks imsist shall be gold and not 
silver. They announce beforehand that they 
will demand gold of the Government, and 
will not take silver. In this emergency 
the duty of Congress is plain and unmis- 
takable. It is to declare that, on the 
day that the Government resumes specie 
payments, greenbacks shall cease to be 
legal-tender in redemption of bank-notes, 
which notes shall be redeemed on demand 
in the legal coin of the United States. 
The banks have as many notes outstanding 
nearly as the Government; so long as the 
Government is obliged to furnish them with 
gold, they will refuse silver. But let the 
Government dissolve the partnership, and 
let these banks take care of their own cur- 
rency, and find their own gold wherever 
they can getit. Perhaps the decision that 
silver shall not be treated as bankable funds 
may undergoarevision. At all events, we 
are assuredghat not one bank in Chicago or 
the Northwest proposes to take any part or 
give any assistance whatever in this open 
declaration of war by the New York banks 
against the Government, extending to a bold 
nullification of the law; and if the New 
York banks can carry on the war of them- 
selves, then they will havea fair opportunity 
to show their strength and ability. 
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The full returns from the Third Wisconsin 
Convressional District show that the Hon. 
Ggores C. HazeE_Ton, the Republican candi- 
Gate, is elected by a very small majority, only 
175, over Kine, Fiatist and Democrat. Kine 
made a desperate effort to get elected, and it is 
reported that be sbent at last $10,000 in the 
campaign. The district is a large one, scarcely 
touched by a railroad line, and the inhabitants 
are engaged in agriculture and lead-miving. 
Many of them are foreigners, aud are casily 
duped by designing politicians. The Greenback 
lunacy spread like a fearful epidemic, but 
HazevtTon fought it inch by inch. His majority 
is small, but it is larger than DevustrerR’s in the 
Fourth (Milwaukee), the famous Democratic 
district. 

The next Coniederate House will probably 
adopt a tixed number to decide contested elec- 
tious. Thus, any Republican who does not 
chim a majority of 1,500 or over will be ousted 
at once and his seat given toa Democrat, In 
cases where there were three c®didates, the 
Republican will be required to have more votes 
than both the Greenbacker and the Vemocrat. 
Otherwise he must step down and out.

Mr. Brigham, of Pennsylvania, excitedly urged 
that the mivority report was simply a protest.

THE RAILROAD WAR. 
The Secretary then read the. first resolution, 
which was adopted unanimously. 
The second resolution was read, when 
Mr. Anthony, of Kansas, moved that it be 
divided sp as to relate simply to the extortions 
practiced by the Central and Union Pacilic Roads. 

The second portion of the resolution was 
adopted amid much cheering. 

The reading of the third resolution was fol- 
lowed by the presentation of the following sub- 
stitute by Stringfellow, of Kansas: 

Resolved, That the interests of the Government 
and the people alike demand the early completion 
of competing lines of railroad to the Pacific, and 
we therefore earnestly desire Congress to aid in 
the completion of such lines by material aid, and 
the extonsion of time fer completion in such man- 
ner as will secure the Government against final 
pecuniary loss, 

The speaker said he lived near the present 
end of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Road, 
and [pointing to the map] that map was of 
benefit as showing what was going on in the 
fhining districts of Colorado. Charity was a 
good thing, but when he went to Sunday-school 
he was taught that to him that hath more shall 
be given, and from him who hath not even shall 
be taken from hen what he hath not. 
This meant simply that God helped those who 
helped themselves. What was the Scott road 
doing? Were its managers taking money out 
of their pockets to build it, as did the owners 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Road? 
The speaker was no politician; he favorea all 
sorts of internal improvements. He hoped that 
the Goverament would help all enterprises of 
this character. He was, however, opposed to 
this Convention indorsing one single road. The 
Atchison road would be at Albuquerque next 
summer, aud would connect with the California 
Soutbern, which had already reached Fort 
Yuma, 

Mr. Bross said the map on the wall was cor- 
rect. Last September be stood at Trinidad, on 
the borders of New México. The builders of 
the Atchison Road were using their own money; 
they did not want any Government assistance. 

A Delegate— Will not the Atchison Road be 
in the interest of the Central Pacific? 

Mr. Bross—No, sir; it will be in the interest 
of the people of this nation. He was opposed 
to the granting of any more Government aid to 
railroads. The Northern Pacitic had just ad- 
vertised to extend its line 200 miles west to 
the Yellowstone. He was opposed to granting 
any aid to starveliug roads in any section. The 
granting of Government subsidies would only 
add fuel to the corruption that had existed ever 
since the War. 

Mr. Woods, of Kansas, said the Atchison 
Road was operating S68 miles, and had made 
arrangements for building next spring 300 
miles. The Southern Pacitic had made arrange- 
ments for building next spring 155 miles to 
Mariposa Wells. The Atchison route was some 
640 miles shorter than the Texas Pacilic. 

A Delegate—Did the Atchison Road receive 
any aid from the Government? 

„es, in Kansas.“ 

„How much!“ 

„Ten sections to the mile.“ 

„Ou each side!“ 

No, altogether.““ 

* No, on each side.“ 

Mr. Woods continued: The building of 200 
miles to ‘connect with the Little Rock & Fort 
Worth Road would give the Southern people all 
the connection they wanted for the Pacific 
trade,—would give them all that could be given 
by the Texas Pacitic. 

A Pennsylvania delegate retold the story of 
the rat which retired from the plundcring busi- 
ness, and was found ensconced in the heart of a 
big cheese. 

Mr. Boland, of Ohio, favored the building of 
the Texas Pacific Road on general principles. 
This road was nota beggar. Forwhat it want- 
ed to borrow from the Government it proposed 
to give first-class seccurity. Some $10,000,000 
had already been spent on the Texas Ll acific, and 
had it not been for the Jay Cooke panic the road 
would have been built long ago. 

A member of the Committee said that there 
was no opposition to the Texas Pacific, 
but there was opposition to singling it out as 
the only road, worthy of Government aid. 

Mr. Boland said that the Texas Pacific Road 
was mentioned in the call, and why dodge the 
question now. He was not the attorney of the 
road. He was interested in the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce, which had placed itself 
on the record so far as conterned this road. 

Mr. Hogan, of Missouri, found fault with the 
map because it did not prominently exhibit the 
Central and Union Pacific Roads, and then ino- 
dulged in some good-natured badinage at the 
expense of the Atchison & Topeka, in whose 
interest the map was put together. The Texas 
Pacific was entitled to aid just as much as any 
other enterprise in the coautry. It was claimed 
that private enterprise built the Southern 
Pacific. Private enterprise put its hands in the 
pockets of the American people and took out 
the money to build the read. The Central 
Pacifie built the Southern Pacific out of money 
that belonged to the American people. 

Gov. Brose—Twenty men in California put 
down $1,000,000 apiece to build the road. 

Mr. Hogan derisively remarked that he could 
put down his name for a million, but he wasn’t 
much in the habit of doing it. The men who 
took this money from the American people re- 
fused to pav interest on it. The Central and 
Union Pacific Roads refused to pav the interest 
ov the bonds guaranteed by the United States. 
They further put up the freight and passenger 
rates, and, with the money thus obtained, they 
boasted of private enterprise. He believed that 
every railroad on the map bad received perma- 
nent aid. He was in favorof giving material 
aid to the Texas Pacific. If not, why 
was it put inte the call! He 
favored a general building up of the material 
interests of the country, and to do so he would 
grant all sorts of subsidies. What was sub- 
sidv! A gravt by the Government. What 
was the Government! The people. This was 
a Government for the peopic by the people. 
A Government subsidy built Chicago, for with- 
out the land-grant to build the IIlinois & 
Michigan Cana! it would never have been any- 
thing. Had it not been for the Illinois Central 
what would have been done in Central IIlinois! 
What built up lowa! The land-grants which 
were donated to the railroads, While we paid 
our taxes they demanded and hoped unani- 
mously that the Goverument would give them 
through Texas and Arizona a railroad to the 
Pacific, so that they might evade the extortion 
of the present monopoly. He trusted further 
that the Texas and Northern Pacific Roads 
would never make a combination with the 
present Central and Union Roads. 

Mr. Brigbam, of Pennsyivania, denied that he 
was an attorney for Thomas Scott. Who tried 
to meke this a sectional question? It was the 
Chicago delegation. The Chicago men treated 
the outsiders in an insulting manner. [Cries ot 
No, uo.“ Well, no. He did not mean that, but 
they were the rats who had eaten into the 
cheese. Old Pennsvivania favored the Texas 
Pacific and will stand by it. 

A delegate—Tocre seems to be a little bad 
blood, and 1 move to take a recess until 3 
o’clock. 

The motion was voted Jown in a very em- 
phatic manner. 

John Pope Hodnetg said he was ove of the 
Committee. {Cries of ** Louder,“ and John 
howled like the Bull of Bashan}, and if he had 
beco present at the meeting of the Committee 
in the morning, he would have voted for the 
Texas Pacific. [Cries of Louder.“ ] The work- 
ingmen of the country demanded it. 

Mr. Anthony of Kansas, deprecated any at- 
tempt at bulldozing or choking off. He would 
stay in the Convention for ninety-nine days to 
allow every man to speak his mind. It humil- 


J iated nim to think that a monopoly was coming 


in here, and asking for that recognition which 
would make the created greater than the cre- 
ator. He believed that all the trans-continental 
railroad lines would pool tbeir earnings, and 
between them the rights of the peopie would 
be crushec out. He would go farther than the 
buiiding of the Texas Pacific Railroad. He was 
not ip the interest of any road. He could not 
see why all roads should be subordinated to 
one read—the Texas Facile. He believed there 
should bea railroad more southern than the 
Texas Pacific, to tap the Rio Grande country. 

Mr. Besley, of North Carolina, wanted to 
know if tbe interjection of and all other rail- 
roads tending to develop our commerce,“ im- 
mediately after the words, Texas Pacific, wouid 
not stop all this unending debate? 

Mr. Anthony said he would accept anything 
that would secure harmony. 

Mr. Wright objected to the disclosing of the 
secreets of the committee-room. 

Mr. Anthony said he would concede anytning 
not local nor sectional. He protested against 
using this Convention in the interest of one 
railroad scheme now pending in Congress. This 
Convention was called for a different purpose. 
It was not convened for asking the Government 
to endow auy one railroad. Ile would also pro- 
test against any subsidy tothe Atchison Road; 
it did not need it. He looked forwerd to the 
time when this country would contain 200,- 
000,000 of people, and there would not be fift 
mies of country without a railroaa. How fool- 
ish to talk about the Vexas Pacitic as being able 
to meet the wants of the country at that time. 
The amended resolution took in everything. 

A delegate cailed for the previous question. 

Wright and man, of Illinois, objected to

SUBSIDIES TO SHIPS, ; 

The fourth resolution, relative to the ship sub- 
sidy, was the next in order, and read by the Sec- 
retary. 

Mr. Hogan, of Missouri, said that over $100,- 
000,000 were paid yearly by the American people 
for the freightage of American commerce. 
Congress did not seem inclined to grant any 
aid to help the rebuilding of American shipping. 
He was opposed to the limitation of tonnage 
mentioned in the resolution. This shouid be left 
to individual enterprise. Why should Congress 
hesitate to help American ship-building? Once 
we could do all our own commerce in our own 
sailing vessele. Our marine had been broken 
down by steam. Congress should pass a gen- 
eral law providing that every American vessel 
sailing from an American port toa foreign one 
should carry a mail-bag, and the Government 
should pay for such carriage so much a mile. 
Some such appliance would aid in 
rebuilding our marine. The time was 
when we had more tonnage atloat than an 
country save England. Since the War we h 
fallen back. If Congress would insist on Amer- 
ican vessels carrying the American mails, we 
would shortly sebuild our shipping. A South 
American merchant, wishing to write to his 
correspondent in New York, bad to send his 
letter on a British ship to Liverpool, and from 
there it was transported to this country in an 
English ship. American shipping should do 
this work. 

Mr. Bent, of Missourt, favored the elimination 
of the tonnage limitation. 

Gen. Busgey, of Louisiana, said the South 
American ports were capable of receiving 5,000- 
ton vessels. He belieyec the limitation in the 
resolution should be 3,0 tons. The Argentine 
Republic had offered to subsidize an American 
line to the extent of $116,000, provided the 
United States would co-operate. 

Mr. Bent said that the limitation of 2,500 tons 
would discrimipate against nearly all the ports 
in the Southern States, and to this discrimina- 
tion he was opposed. "He believed that the 
Smul e classes of vessels were proportionately 
entitied to the benelite of carrying the mails. 
He would, therefore, move to strike out the 
tonnage limitation. 

It was so ordered. 

A motion to take a recess till 3 o’clock was 
unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Bross said there was a better way of se- 
curing the object than by subsidizing. He 
would favor the repeal of the tariff on all arti- 
cles entering into the building of ships, and 
also the unconditional repeal of the Navigation 
laws, and the result would be that every ship- 
yard in the country would be swarming with 
workmen. He would like to off€r an amend- 
ment to the resolution. 

Before he could do so, an adjournment was 
taken until 3 o’clock. 

Upon reassembling, at the hour named, 

Mr. Bowen read letters of regret from the 
President and Secretary Sherman, the latter 
stating that the objects of the Convention met 
with his hearty approval. [Applause.| Letters 
had also been received from Secretary Evarte, 
Secretary Key, Secretary McCrary, the Brazilian 
Minister, Minister of the Argentine Republic, 
and other Ministers, Senators Armstrong, Conk- 
ling, Davis, and a large number of Governors, 
members ot Congress, and others. 

They were orderea to be printed. 

Thé discussion of the steamship subsidy reso- 
lution was then continued. 


AN OBNOXIOUS AMENDMENT. 

Gov. Bross moved to amend by inserting after 
the word “furnish,” the following: 

And that the Government should encourage the 
establishment of such steaniship lines by repealing 
the tariff on all articles used in building sea-going 
vessels, and by 80 amending or re ling the nayi- 
ration laws that American shipbuilding can be ear- 
riedon with the same f Om accorded to this 
great national interest previous to 1860. 

Mr. Burch, of Tennessee, offered the following 
as an amendment to the amendment: 

Resolved, That citizens of the United States 
should not be prohibited by laws passed by their 
own (ongress from buying sips where they can 
buy them cheapest, and tnaat when so bonght and 
owned by citizens of the United States they should 
be entitled to registration as American vessels, and 
to all the rights, privileges, and benefits of other 
vessels owned by American citizens. 

Heso!ved, That as a first step in a policy intended 
to promote our commercia) intercourse with the 
independent Governments of the Western Hemis- 
phere, there should be such 4. rectification and re- 
adjustment of our tari laws as will permit the in- 
troduction of the products of ‘those Governments 
into our ports as * as K can be introduced 
into the ports of any Europet nation with which 
we are competing for the sale of our products, 
manufactured or agricaltaral., 

In support of his amendment, Mr. Breas said 
that some of the deiegates seemed to think that 
they were invited to come here to adopt a pre- 
concerted programme. This was wrong, for 
there were a great ‘many in this city who were 
opposed to subsidizing’ rings in any 
form. The facts of the case were 
these: Daring the recent unpleasantness 
the American shipping was transferred to other 
flags. Owing to hostile legislation, we had nev- 
er beeu able to get them back. If Congress 
would only repeal the navigation laws and re- 
peal the tariff on all articles used in shipbuild- 
ing,—in other words, make shipbuilding free,— 
it would not be more than two or three years 
before the seas were covered with the American 
flag. 
Gen. Bussey, of Louisiana, was opposed to 
any legislation that would keep the shipyards 
of this country shut up. The increased cost of 
American shipping was owing to the higher 
price of labor in this country. All im- 
ported goods used in shipbuilding were 
now entitled te a drawback. If our 
laws should. provide for the purchase of 
English ships, then would our shipvards be 
closed up. ‘There were over $15,000,000 of capita! 
invested in shipyards, and at three or four 

laces it was possible to build 5,000-ton ships 
just as well as could be done on the Clyde. Let 
us continue on a few years longer, and then we 
would be able to compete with the world, just as 
we had emerged from an irredeemable curreocy 
into specie. He followed out this line of argu- 
ment to prove that iu a few years the whole 
shipbuilding of the world would be done by the 
United States and Great Britain, provided the 
United States pursued her present policy. 
Otherwise, English commerce would sweep the 
world. He pointed to the fact that all the railroads 
west of the Missouri were built by subsidies. 
Every steamship line now existing was started 
by a Government subsidy. About forty years 
ago an American named Cartwright went to 
Valparaiso and started a steamship line, which 
had now increased to fifty-one vessels, eu- 
aged in the trade between South America 
and Kugland. It was one of the most valuable 
lines in the world. And Mr. Cartwright did 80 
much for the expansion of the South American 
trade that after his death they erected to his 
memory in Valparaiso a bronze statue in the 
public square. 

Mr. Bussy here diverted from his path to take 
exception to an article on the subsidy question 
in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, and was applauded by 
the Protectionist majority. 

The commerce of France had also been in- 
creased by subsidies. He denied that a line of 
steamers could be maintained without a sub- 
sidy. The Emperor of Brazil had offered 
$100,000 a year fora steamship line to New 
Orleans and $100,000 fora line to New York. 
The latter had been established, but the Brazil- 
ian subsidy depended on the United States pay- 
ing what it agreed to, and it was understood 
that British influence and money was at work 
te get control of the line. England had spent 
millions in the last few vears, and the result 
was that she had communication with 200 ports, 
and controiled the commerce of the worid. 
Nothing would be done by Amernca in 
that direction until the Government mage 
the lines sustaining. They could not 
be maintaincd by private enterprise. 
Why were the people of the United States bee- 
gars because they went before Congress to ask 
for au ocean-mail contract at $30 per mile, the 
same as Was allowed on the Western rivers? 
What they wanted was regular steamship lines, 
furnished with as elegant vessels as now ply be- 
tween Liverpool and New York. Freight lines 
would follow. He favored the carrying of Amer- 
ican products to Brazil in American vessels, and 
the bringing back of Brazilian coffee iv the 
same. He hoped that the original resolution 
would prevail, as of the greatest interest to the 
farmer and manufacturer. 


A WARM DEBATE. 

Mr. Elder, of Pennsylvania, urved the adop- 
tion of the original resolution. He was amazed 
that under the guise of ſostering American in- 
dustries an attempt would be made to stab 
them in the back. The amendments were a de- 
cisive blow at American commerce. Suppose 
we could buy English vessels, we would have to 
pay as mush forthemas the Englishmen, who 
subsidized the South American steamship line, 
and how could we make anything without also 
granting the subsidy! From the science of 
ship-building Mr. Elder rushed off into the bis- 
tory of Bessewer steel,. and congratulated Illi- 
nois lu having two mills where that article was

Mr. Bureh, of Tennessee, wanted to see Amer- 
ican ships on every sea. II. it could be secured 
by subsidies only, then be favored the granting 
of the subsidies. In order to do this, he was 
willing to grant just what England had done. 
England bought * where she could buy 
them the cheapest. England admitted the prod- 
ucts of the South Americans on the most 
favored terms. We should be allowed to 
go wherever we might please and buy our ships 
at the cheapest rates. That was all he asked 
in his resolutions. If we could buy a ship 
cheapest at Chester, let the purchaser co there. 
lf we wanted to keep up a line we could not 
expect to do it by the mere granting of subsi- 
dies, It could not be done for three months. 
There must be something more—trafiic. But he 
was Willing to grant a subsidy if a line could be 
thus sustained. Wemust do as Great Britain 
did—admit goods free. We could not compete 
with her unless we did. 

Mr. Bussey said that England maintained the 
most rigorous navigation iaws on the statute 
books until she became enabled to make vessels 
for herself, and then she threw open her ports 
to the world at large. By protection, in eleven 
years, we had succeeded in making 500,000 tons 
of Bessemer rails, just about as muchas En- 
gland. In the course of two or three years, we 
hoped to make more, and then we could repeal . 
the protective tariff and throw our markets 
open to competition. We imported from Brazil 
4,118,000 bags of coffee every year, enough to 
freight four lines of such steamers as were 
asked for, and sell to Brazil 500,000 barrels of 
flour. The Venezuelan Government paid a subsid 
for its mail service to this country. The Mexi- 
can Government did likewise. As the result of 
these subsidies, there had been a large increase 
io the sales of American products to those 
countries. Hundreds of pounds of mail matter, 
which had been sent to South America from 
this country by way of Liverpool, never reached 
their destination. The English letter-carriers 
did not propose to deliver, for the same reason 
that a Vemocratic post-office would not deliver 
cireulars on the eve of an election. He favored 
two lines of steamships between Rio Janeiroand 
this country,—to New Orleans and New York. 
He felt assured that they would largely increase 
the commerce between the two countries, and, 
in tue course of time, he would ask Tus CII- 
cago Tnisunz and Times not to break up the 
Governwent. 

The previous question was ordered, and the 
amendment to the amendment was voted down.

On motion of Gen. Bussey, the thanks of the 
Convention were tendered to the Chicago Com- 


mittee, and particulariv to Mr. George 8. Bow- 
en, who had tasked himself with the ardyous 
details of the work. 5 

A Committee on Publication of the Proceed 
ings of the Convention was then appointed, 
after which a vote of thanks was given to the 
Chairman and Secretaries, the telegraph and 
railroad companies, and the press who had ex- 
tended courtesies to the Convention. 

The Chair was appointed Chairman of the 
Committee to go to Washington. 

Mr. Hogan, of Missouri, offered a resolution 
indorsing the H Commercio. a Spauish-Ameri- 
can paper published in St. Louis by Mr. Cahill. 
It was adopted. 

Mr, Bross informed the gentlemen present 
that so far as he was concerned no trap h 
been set for any of the delegates. Personally, | 
he would do as much for the cause of American 
industry as any of the gentlemen present. 

In response to an inquiry, the Chair answered 
that Senators Windom and Beck had been obliged 
to leave town.

Secretary Cahill offered the following, which 
was laid on the table, as the delegates were in a 
hurry to adjourn, and, before doing so, did not 
want to be pestered with any business about 
which there might be a conflict of opinion: 

Wuergeas, It is now universally acknowledged 
that reciprocal treaties of commerce are the most 
effective guarantees of peace between nations, and

andi the belief of the people of the United States, 
that such treaties of commerce, reciprocity, and 
friendship wili be productive of the greatcst good 
if entered into with our neighboring Republic. 
Mexico, as well as the other free States, islands. 
and countries of Central and South America; 

Resolved, That Congress be instructed, through the 
Representatives of the people, that new treaties of 
commerce, reciprocity, and friendship, be entered 
intoeat the earliest practicable period with the Re- 
publics of Mexico and the other free Governments 
of Central and South America, on such terms as 
will tend to render permanent the commercial 
prosperity, national integrity, and well-being of all 
the free Governments on the Continent of America. 

A resoluiton requesting Congress to enter 
into treaties of reciprocity and friendship with 
Mexico and the Spanish Republies in South 
America was also laid on the table. 

Mr. Duffey, of Chicago, tried to get in a reso- 
lution, but Gen. Bussey rose to a personal mat- 
ter, and explained that in the heat of debate he 
had made use of language against Tue Tris- 
uns and Fm, the offensive part of which he 
wished to take back. 

The Chair congratulated the Convention on 
the manner in which its business was conducted 
and returned thanks for the confidence reposed

Financial circles in Chicago have been interested 
fm the large loans very recently applied for from 
the Board of Trade. These loans were to carry 
wheat, and the amounts have been large. These 
negotiations have had a sensational significance 
attributed to them. It was assumed that they 
were to obtain funds forthe purchase of wheat, on 
the theory that the present price of that commodity 
was very cheap, and that it was consequently a 
good investment for a few millions of idle capital. 
Whether wheat is cheap or not is a question not 
to be settled by a newspaper article, but there can 
be little doubt that the large loans which 
have been made and the others that have deen 
applied for have not the speculative purpose 
supposed. The simple explanation is that it is 3 
change of loans. The opening of the packing 
season creates a strong demand for capital. The 
packers have been heavy lenders on wheat, and, 
as they now need their money in their own busi- 
ness, the loans they have been carrying must be 
transferred to-other capitalists. As the packers 
themselves are borrowers during the winter pack- 
ing season, and the amount of wheat now being 
carried here is unusually large, it is not at all un- 
fikely the local loan market may become active. 
We understand that some of the wheat loans frst 
spplied for bere have been placed elsewhere, as 

than the Chicago banks ef- 
fered could be obtained. An indication 
eof mereasing receipts of wheat here is 
that several large orders for cuwency were re- 
ceived yesterday in Chicago from the wheat re- 
gions of Minnesota. A railroad agent whe bas 
been looking. over the ground in Iowa and Minne- 
gota has recently returned with the report that 
the amount ef wheat still in the farmers’ hands is 
very large, 

The accumulation of wheat in Chicago, and the 
large stocks held back by the farmers, show how 
greatly the financial resources of the West have de- 
veloped. It is but a few years ago that all this 
wheat would bave had to be consigned to New 
York, there to bring what New York chose to give 
for it. There was no capita! in Chicago to carry it, 
and the farmers were too poor w hold it. A Chi- 
cago dealer would think himself doing well if be 
could get enough accommedation from his bank 
to get the wheat on board the vessel for New York. 
All this has been changed. There is money enough 
here to carry a stock amounting to about 3, 500, 000 
bu, and the farmers back of us are rich enough to 
hold the rest of the crop off the market. Whether 
itis wise for them to do so is their business. The 
fipancial feature of it ie their ability to do so.

The Toronto Globe thinks that the exportation 
of live cattle from the United States to England 
must cease with this year if the Contagious Dis- 
eases (animals) act recently passed in England be 
strictly construed. There are no national laws in 
this country regulating the exportation of live 
stock, excepta few insufficient customs regula- 
tions, and the laws already framed by some of the 
States to prevent the importation of the Texan fe- 
ver and other diseases show that the United States 
has nothing to do with it, and, as the procuring of 
a constitutional amendment is a work of a long 
time, the situation is a serious one. Besides, 
there is a possibility that such an amendment 
could not get the sanction of the requisite three- 
fourths of the States. The interest of the States 
east of the Alleghenies is to get their meat from 
the West as cheaply as possible, and as long as the 
outlet to England is open it is pretty certain that 
the price of the best qualities of meat will not go 
down very low. It looks as though the American 
trade will be in the dead-theat branch, at least for 


the immediate future, and that branch is now def- 


initely settled to be less profitable tnan the export 
of live animals. 

The leading produce markets were fairly active 
yesterday, and firmer, though somewhat irregularly 
so. The early feeling was strong all round. In 
provisions the strength was not maintained, while 
in corn the demand improved tothe endof the 
session. There was less disposition to sell short, 
as it was feared by many that prices have gone as 
low as they will bear; and it is understood in corn 
that arrangements are being made to put rather 
large quantities of it afloat forthe winter. The 
news published in the morning, tothe effect that 
a large sum of money was about to be pat in prod- 
uce by prominent parties made local operators 
more bullish; but there was apparently not much 
business doing on orders from outside parties. 
The money referred to is probably intended only 
to be used in the business way of carrying the 
property which is sold for future, but the fact 
invites speculation nevertheless, as the result will 
probably be to keep down to a moderate point the 
premium on future deliveries. 

Dry goods remain quiet, with no important fluc - 
tuation in values. There was a fairiy satisfactory 
movement in staple and fancy groceries, and prices 
again ruled steady. Sugars were dealt in sparing- 
ly, but the light stocks on hand give the market a 
firm tone. Standard A’s are scarce. Coffees were 
heid at previous figures, but holders do not enter- 
tain very firm views. The demand for butter was 
light, being mostly confined to meeting the wants 
of local consumers. Prices range as before. 
Cheese was reported dull, with prices rather low- 
er, 9c being the top of the market for job lots. In 
the dried-fruit market there was a good degree of 
activity, and prices were well supported. Raisins, 
currants, figs, and fancy fruits generally were the 
most active. Fish remained quiet, with no im- 
portant variation in prices. The oil trade was 
fairly active forthe season, and most lines were 
steadily heid at former quotations. Tobaccos met 
with a moderate inquiry at previous prices. Coal 
and wood remain steady. > 

The lumber market was steady. The sales at the 
yards were again fair and prices ruled steady. At 
the docks the supply was light and few sales were 
made. The receipts are expected to fall off now, 
the reduction being principally in piece stuff. 
Wool remains quiet, the orders being light and are 
easily filed. Broom-corn continues to arrive 
freely, but the tendency to lower prices seems to 
have been arrested, and considerable corn is 
nroving East. The seed market was again firm 
and about as active as the limited offerings would 
allow. Hides were steady, with dealers baying 
the offerings promptly. The sales of potatoes 
were again fair, shippers and city buyers taking 
the stock, and choice commanded recent outside 
figures. Poultry and game were steadier, the de- 
creased supplies and cooler weather causing the 
improvement.

Cregfy-bartar, never manu- 
factured in this country Pefore 1870, was bow 
furnished iv sufficient 1 to satisfy the 
demand. and in quality lif not superior to 
the imported article. The ¢hangesin the price 
vf borax had been most strikiug, having de- 
clined from 32 cents to eight cents per pound. 
Castor oil had not experienced material changes 
in price until the recent sharp advance to 124 
cents per pound. The manufacture of linsee 
oil for the past few years had not been prolii- 
able. Spirits of turpentine bad ruled low dur- 
ing the year. Refined petroleum had sold at 
remarkably low figures, and it was believed that 
the present product of 40,000 barrels a day was 
much beyoud the consumption, and about 
6.000 barrels a day more than the average 
of last year. The “rebate system” suggested 
by the Association had not been adopted by as 
many proprietors of patent medicines as they 
could wish, but it was gratifying to know that 
those who had availed themselves of it had 
ound it practicable and successful.

THE COURTS. 


Another Twist in the Starch Works Sait— 
The Second Batch Whisky Cases—New 
Suite, Ete. 

In the cases of Hyman vs. The Trade Insur- 
ance Company and the Lycoming Insurance 
Company, Judge Blodgett yesterday decided a 
motion to remand to the State Court on the 
ground that the petition for removal was not 
sufficient. The application was not made at 
the first term of court after the commencement 
of the suit, so that it would pot be made under 
the act of 1875. The prior act of 1867 pro- 
vided that at any time before trial an applica- 
tion for removal to the Federal courts could 
be made ina case, on filing a petition setting 
out that the plaintiff’ and defendant were 
residents of different States, and accompanying 
the petition by an affidavit that the party mak- 
ing the application could not have a fair trial on 
the ground of prejudice or Jocal influence. The 
point was made by the plaintiff? in the present 


case, that the petition was insufficient, as it did 


not state the petitioner could not have a fair 
trial in the State Court. Judge Blodgett, how- 
ever, held it was enough under the law if the 
affidavit accompanying the petition stated such 
fact, and overruled the motion to remand. 
A CARPET-MAN SUES FOR HIS RIGHTS. 
Walter H. Judson filed a bill yesterday in the 
Superior Court against L. Z. Leiter, Charles 
Gossage, and ©. C. Boyles, to prevent them 
suing for rept. He says, that about 
the Ist of March, 1877, he rented of Charies 
Gossage & Co. for a period of two years the 
second, third, fourth, fifth, and sixth floors.of 
the building knowu as Nos. 106, 108, and 110 
State street, and has used it as @ Carpet-store.

STORM SIGNALS. 

The scheme of Fire- Marshal Benner to 
have warnings displayed in various promi- 
nent places in the city. with the assistance of the 
Signal Service, is meeting with general approba- 
tion from business men throughout the city, but 
more especially the vessel agents and owners, 
steamboat men, and insurance men. Members of 
the Board of Trade also are of the opinion that it 
will, if carried out as it is proposed, be a great 
benefit to the public at large. The following prop- 
ositions have been submitted to the Chief Signal 
Officer by Mr. Benner: As soon asa storm is pre- 
dicted fur this section the storm- flag, eight feet 
square, with a black centre, will be hoisted from 
every engine house. a red lantern being substituted 
at night. If the storm is predicted as being severe, 
a white with a red centre will be displayed 
with the red, and, directly beneath it, a White lau- 
tern, taking the place of the white flag by night. 
If the storm expected bas the appearance of a 
‘*tornado,” a white flag between two red flags, 
and at night lanterns to correspond, will be dis- 
played. It should be here understood that a 
Storm for which these warnin will be 
displayed has no rticular reference to 
rain or snow, although the storm in question may 
be accompanied by either or both. They are 
noisted only when a wind-storm is expected that 
may be disastrous to shipping. The warning is not 
considered justified unless tae wind attains a ve- 
locity of at least twenty-five miles an hour er 
more. For anything less than that the warning 
is reported not justifed.”’ It w generally re-

He was 
always, then and since, on the side of the oppressed 
and downtrodden. In all his public and private 
relations he was the soul of dignity, justice, and 
sterling honesty, and, as such, was an example 
worthy of general imitation. He never took ad- 
vantage of others through his position, but was al- 
ways sincere, honest, and honorable. There was 
need of more such men in our politics. —men who 
could show by their. conduct that they combined 
justice, honesty, unswerving integrity, and de- 
portment of the most courteous character. 
He might, indeed, be called a friend to all. 

His private life at home, 
in society, and as a man generally. was irreproach- 
able, and deserving of tne fullest emulation. In 
his religious character, Mr. Judd was a trusting, 
faithful, sincere Christian,—always strict in his 
attendance upon his sahetuarv, and latterly more 
than ever impressed with the importance and need 
ef personal religion. He hau not lived in vain. 
His sound judgment and discriminating intelili- 

ence were largely occupied for the public good.

CALLAHAN CAUGHT. 
A SWINDLER OF CHICAGO MERCHANTS. 

Another of those Hoosier ‘‘financiers,”’ whom 
evil-diaposed persons are in the habit of calling 
**swindiers, emboldened by the success of Haz- 
zard and other gentlemanly frauds from the coun- 
try of blue jeans and flat money, has been making 

things lively for some of the Chicago merchants. 
About two months ago John F. Callahan, of the 
firm of Callahan Bros., of South Bend, Ind. 
came to this city for the purpose of buying a stock 
of boots and shoes. He visited several Chicago 
houses, including I. P. Farnum 4 Co., M. D. 
Wells 4 Co., Shay, Kildaf 4 Co., and the 
Chicago agents of firmsin Detroit, Rochester, and 
Buffalo. He bought goods to the amount of about 
$18, 600, representing to these parties that he was 
worth from $30,000 to $40,000. at the time that 
he made — paper of $600 from M. D. Wells & 
Co. he signed a statement showing assets amount- 
ing to $6,500, with only $1,200 of aeots. This 
statement was signed, and the goods were shipped 
forthwitth to South Bend It appears that Cualia- 
han coutrolied several stores in different parts of 
the country which were run under the names of 
other parties, About ten days ago Mrs. Cal- 
lahan put in an appearance with a 
chattel mortgage and took possession of tue 
stock in the South Bead concern. This was done, 
it is claimed, with a manifest intention of defraud- 
ing the Chicago creditors of toe firm. The matter 
was at once telegraphed to the interested parties in 
this city, and Messrs. M. D. Welle & Co. sent 
Detective George A. Hartman to investigate. He 
found thatthe wife had taken possession under 
that so-called chattel-mortgage, but that she was 
living amicably with her nusoand, and that it was a 
clear case of ‘‘put-up job.” The firms in- 
terested were informed of these facts, 
and Shay.

Mr. W. B. Bradford testified that he had a con- 
versation with Callahan in regard to the matter in 
South Bend last Thursday, and that at that time 
the defendant had confessed that he had never haa 
all these assets, and that he further confessed that 
at the time he made the statement in regard to not 
having more than $1,200 of debts, he in fact 
owed more than that to thesingle firm ot Shay, 
Kilduff & Co. On being asked what had become of 
the difference between the $1,200 of goods on 
hand and the $6,500 which he formerly claimed 
to have, Callahan cooly replied that he **guessed 
he never had any such assets. 

After introducing some corroborative testimony 
as to the fact of the purchase and the signing of 
the false statement of assets by Callahan, the 
prosecution rested their case. 

The defense introduced no witnesses in rebuttal, 
preferring to trust to their oratorical powers and 
tne sympatnoy of the Court. They claimed, lu 
summing up, that the case was merely a ‘* collec- 
tion suit entered in the name of the people of 
Illinois, and was decidedly a squeezing process. 

The Court, however, decided to hold the defend- 
aut to the Criminal Court, and fixed the amount of 
bonds at $2, 000.

Cutcaeo, Nov. 13.—I saw in a late issue of your 
paper a notice of two boys being committed to jail 
on a charge of larceny, the article they had stolen 
having been sold by them for 70 cents, and 
for this they must lie in jail, causing the public to 
expend several hundred dollars. Having looked 
into the subject, I desire to cail the attention of ail 
good and humane citizens to thie growing wrong. 
There can be no doubt that a multitude of our 
city boys are thoroughly demoralized, and, when 
arrested for petty larceny or other crimes, are by 
the present system thrust into prison, to remain 
for weeks or months, and, instead of the punish- 
ment reforming them, they are surrounded vy 
Other boys, often older and more depraved than 
themselves, and thus they become more and more 
lawiess. In seme cases, wheu discharged (of 
which I am personally acquainted) they ap- 
ply to our pablic-school autoorities 
for admission, and are received, and the resuit ia 
the contamination ef hundreds of other boys. If 
not admitted to the school they are permitted to 
roam the streets, and are soon committed for a 
larger amount which they have stolen. Thus they 
go on from grade to grade in infamy. and at 
length are sentenced to the Penitentiary, or end 
their career on the gailows.

GEORGIA. 


Ben Hill and the Governor Make up Friends, 
and Are Now Both at Work to Suppress 
the Investigation Which Hill Fomented.

AtLanta, Ga., Nov. 13.—The investigation of 
Gov. Colquitt by aCommittee of the Legislature 
regarding his signing the Northeastern Railroad 
bonds was continued this afternoon in special 
session, with no other witness before the Com- 
mittee but Senator Ben Hill. What was said 
or dove cannot be ascertained. Public indigna- 
tion is very great, and the press are pronounced 
against them for conducting the investigation 
in secret. Already does suspicion run high that 
Georgia’s Govenror is tarnished, and that the 
investigation is a whitewash. Senator nili is 
aleo being involved to a great degree. A con- 
siderable discrepancy is noticed between a state- 
ment of the case he prepared for the public on 
the 29th, which was suppressed, and a letter he 
wrote to the Committee on the llth inst. iu 
answer to a summons to appear. In the letter 
suppressed Senator Hill stated: In at least 
one instance in the Executive Department of 

our State, the practice has obtained where a 

subordinate in the Executive Department prac- 

ticed for afee upon the otticial duties of the 

Get¢ernor.” In a letter tothe Committee he 

stated that he has made no charge, nor will be 

make any, or prosecite. The Senator and Gov- 
ernor are both placed in an uneoviable predic- 
ament.

GEN. RENO. 

Gen. Cox Corrects Certain Statements Re- 
garding the Death of the Major-General. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

CI R Art, O., Nov. 1&8—Gen. J. D. Cox, ex- 

Secretary of the Interior, contradicts the state- 

ment made in a recent special to the New York 

Times that Gen. Reno was killed by a member 

of Hayes’ regiment. Gen. Cox was second in 

command to Gen. Reno, and was in the engage- 
ment at South Mountain. Gen. Reno, he says, 

did not pass through the Twenty-third Ohio on 

his way to the front, when the line was ad- 

vancing on the enemy at South Mountain. Cir- 
cumstances had detained him several miles at 
the rear of the Twenty-third. He advanced 
with the rest of Scammon’s brigade, which car- 
ried the ridge at South Mountain in the morn- 
ing. Gen. Reno did not come on the field 
in person till near sunset inthe evening. He 

did not pass through the ty-third Ohio at 

all, nor through the advan ine of the Kana- 

wha Division. He spoke to its commander in 
the rear of the lines then held at the crest, and 
passed on to the right, where, in front of anotb- 
er division,—that of Gen. Sturgis, —be was killed 
by a shot from the enemy’s skirmishers, posted 
among the masses of broken rock which make 
the crest of the mountain at that pointwery 
rugged. He was at the time endeavoring tu 
make a personal reconnaissance of the position 

of the enemy in front. 


NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Commodore Ammen'’s Views as te Its 


Feasibility. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 13.—The Sun says: “Rear 
Admiral Ammen read a paper before the Geo- 
graphical Society last night on the Nicaragua 
route. The Admiral said no route exists com- 
parable with that. The most important physical 
feature is the existence of Lake Nicaragua, 
which, when full, is 108 feet above the ocean 
level. This is designed to be the summit level 
of the canal. The cost of the canal will fall 
short of $50,000,000. The question at issue is, 
Can an inter-oceanic canal be constructed with 
advantage to its constructors as well as to the 
advantage of the commerce of the world? In- 
formation from the best sources indicates that 
not less than 3,000,000 tons of British and 
American shipping would pass througu the 
canal yearly, and that the aggregate tonnage of 
other commercial powers would be very great. 
The saving of distance between New York and 
San Francisco would be 8.600 miles. The Ad- 
miral advocated the construction of the canal 
on an international basis.
